STUDENT FORUM 


St. Michael’s embarked upon an experiment in stu- 
dent government this year establishing a bicameral 
legislature, based on a new constitution, designed to 
give greater voice to the clubs. Working mainly through 
the committees, the Student Forum serves as an inter- 
mediary between the student body and the administra- 
tion. 

Under President Paul Upham, the Forum expanded 
the scope of its program in several areas. The founding 
of the Foreign Relations Committee and its Buddy-for- 
a-Week concept helped bridge a gap in our campus 
life. Supervision of the Game Room’s first full year of 
operation created new jobs and solid profit for the 
Forum’s activities. Regular and thorough coverage of 
student government meetings was provided by the Hill- 
top news media of WSSE and the Michaelman.

It was an improvement over the 
first, but again the staff was determined to maintain 
their “quest” for writing achievement. As this spirit 
continues and grows, the Quest seems destined to be- 
come a fine example of Catholic scholarship on the 
undergraduate level.

The Student Forum Lecture Series Committee exhibited its truly 
catholic character and cosmopolitanism during 1961-62 in its selec- 
tion of distinguished speakers representing various fields of endeavor. 
Kanniah Konuri, leading Indian businessman, spoke on U.S.—Indian 
relations and the reciprocal tariff question. Dr. Willy Ley, pioneer 
authority on space travel, lectured on the future of America in space.

NEWMAN DEBATE SOCIETY 
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Our Debate Society continued its winning ways 
against formidable opposition. A much needed change 
in the organizational structure early in October resulted 
in an expansion of its activities and a greater emphasis 
on analysis and presentation, the “blocking and tack- 
ling” of forensics.

They 
reeled off five straight wins over Merrimack, Middle- 
bury, Norwich, AIC and Colby. The Colby game was 
a sparkling upset over the highly ranked “Mules.” 

After an “off” game against St. Lawrence, in which 
the Hilltoppers were upset, they once again hit the vic- 
tory trail as they downed the Vermont squad twice, and 
pulled the “upset of the year” against Assumption.

With a decisive win over the Norwich yearlings in 
the last game of the season, the SMC frosh raised their 
record to 10-0, marking a return to the habit that 
coach Ed Markey has developed here at the hilltop 
of turning in perfect slates.

Statistically, the Squires enjoyed a tremendous sea- 
son, flashing both admirable team credentials and out- 
standing personal achievements.
